Space Needs Summary 


A.) Library - A library with adequate space to house 
ample materials is essential for all schools. Our 
present library contains approximately 113.75 square 
feet. We should plarton 1,000"squadrevtcet/um order ag 
meet state minimum standards as well as to provide 
our students room to use the library as a resource 
center for the:school: 


B..) Multi-Purpose/Gymnasium/Lunch Room/Community Center - 
Consideration should be given to the development of 


an area where not only physical education could take 
place, but could serve as a cafeteria and school as- 
sembly center where programs in art, music and dra- 
matics could be put on by the students for the com- 
munity. Such a facility could also serve as a place 
for community-centered cultural activities as well as 
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a recreational facility for interscholastic sports 
programs. Proximity to the two new school ball fields 
makes the school a greater part of the community. Ap- 
proximately 3,000 square feet should be adequate for 
ThLS sLaGajkiuty .

These 
curriculum needs will be reflected in a report to each 
of thestown school boards*in the falds of L9O/9e tie ee 
port will include recommendations for program modifica- 
tions based on the achievement test results and the rec- 
ommendations of the Curriculum Committee. 

Achievement tests will be given again during the 
1979-80 school year to determine if progress has been 
made in certain curriculum areas. 

It is our hope that by examining and reexamining 
our school programs we can provide a quality education 
for our students in the most economic manner possible. 

Whenever the school has prospered during this past 
year, it has prospered due to the sustained efforts of 
individuals in the school where the program and the child 
meet. The professional staff deserves high praise for 
their effectiveness and willingness to adapt programs 
to meet the changing needs of our students. 

I would like to express my appreciation to the 
school board, principal and staff for their understand- 
ing and cooperation during this school year.

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WESTMORELAND ELEMENTARY SCHOOL 
PRINCIPAL'S REPORT 


Astwe enter therlast yearsofathis decade, several 
important decisions face the School District. Our phys- 
ical plant, the majority of which was completed in 1960, 
is beginning to show its age. Several maintenance 
projects should be considered in order to insure usabil- 
ity in the future. Exterior painting, repainting of in- 
tepior as wellsassexterzor /cementsblocks, jenergy conser 
vation measures, and special attention to°*our increasing 
roof problems are major areas needing immediate atten- 
tion. Accomplishing these tasks as soon as possible 
might very well extend the life of our facility. Ad- 
ditionally, as the cost of energy sources increases, pro- 
tecting our facility from the forces of nature will 
Save the District considerable money. 

Another decision facing the District is the need 
for additional space. Based on current enrollment projec- 
tions, we should have enough classroom space to accommo- 
date 213 students. (Our present population is 162). How- 
ever, as our school continues to offer support services 
and programs for students the need for additional space 
increases. Three persons now share the very small school 
office; two teachers share the former library; and 
speech therapy is given in the present library; thus 
limiting the availability of library time to students 
and teachers. Space for speech therapy, student/teacher/ 
parent conferences, administrative conferences, and oth- 
er program services is desperately needed. Our inter- 
scholastic sports and physical education programs (con- 
ducted by classroom teachers) suffer a great deal be- 
cause of lack of adequate space. Additional space will 
allow us to continue our efforts to provide a well bal- 
anced educational program for the students of Westmore- 
land School. Space requirements will continue to in- 
crease as the population grows. Thus, planning for fu- 
ture building needs should begin as soon as possible. 

Aside from the problems created by growth and space, 
we have continued to focus on the quality of education 
being offered to the students assigned to our school. To 
this end we have continued to review, change, and update 
curriculum as necessary to meet the ever changing needs 
of our students. A dedicated teaching and support staff, 
a knowledgeable and concerned Board of Education, and an 
interested and supportive community all contribute to our 
success. 

The involvement of the community in setting educa- 
tional goals, establishing financial support and partici- 
pating in the successful operation of the school is a 
Viable and attainable objective. 

All members of the community are invited to share 
their thoughts and ideas about the educational process 
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with the school. Please contact the school principal or 
Board of Education members at any time if you have any 
ideas, comments, or suggestions. Remember--a community 

is composed of all the people - not just those with chil- 
dren. 

We at Westmoreland Elementary School look forward 
to a close and harmonious relationship with our commun- 
ity. You have entrusted us with your most valuable as- 
sets (and hope for the future) - your children. We will 
try to live up to your expectations. Please let us know 
how we can better serve you.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 


The following is the report for the year ending 
June 1978 as submitted by Margaret Freeman. 

This school year proved healthier for the students 
as far as chicken-pox and strep throat were concerned 
(we had more than our share last year). 

The school was hit hard with the flu bug which 
caused a high absentee rate for a week or so. 


5 accidents occurred at school needing medical 
ereatment. by al doctor,. fortunately none was serious. 

177 students had vision and hearing screenings. 

9 were referred for vision and 3 for hearing defects. 

66 students had physical examinations by the school 
physician, Dr. MoMurphy. 

4 students had orthopedic referrals. 

177 students had their heights and weights recorded. 

64 students and staff had T.B. tests. 

93 students, including Kindergarten, participated in 
a dental conference which included cleaning and fluoride 
application by Sue Merrett. 

31 of these students required follow-up, averaging only 
one or two cavities each. 

I would like to express my thanks to all the moth- 
ers who volunteered their help with this very worthwhile 
program. A special thanks goes to Karen Sawicki, who has 
Bun cone programston the past two years, and tothe 
school P.T.A., who sponsored the conference. 

59 students also participated in a pilot dental 
rinse program offered by the State Department of Dental 
Health. This program included daily teeth brushing anda 
weekly fluoride rinse. 

Another project this year was trying to update im- 
munication records on all the students. The State Depart- 
ment of Communicable Diseases would like to have 100% 
protection of all school children in New Hampshire by 
1980. This is a tremendous job which really required full 
cooperation. 


In-conclusion: l#would like=to,say that IT have really 
enjoyed my two years as school nurse in the Westmoreland 
Elementary School. The students will always hold a 
special place in my memories.
